Fatal Temperature Sends. In 
fant Mortality Wi | 
Nurses Hired, 


The heat death roll of-babies is grow- 
ing. Forty-four died in the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon yesterday, the 
largest number on record in Chicago. 

With no relief expected for the next 
four or five days, health officials fear the 
st will grow to appalling proportions. 
Especially in the district “ back o’ the 
yards’ is the situation acute. 

No money to buy ice and very little ice 
to be obtained by those who have money 
is general condition. Steps to allevi- 
ate the suffering among the sick babies 
somewhat were taken by Dr. John Dill 
Robertson with the financial aid of some 
citizens and a few firms. A number of 
the stockyards companies contributed 
$750 to employ ten nurses Lo ald as many 
gick babies as possible. More 46 is 
needed, however. 

‘Hundreds Near Death. 

In the congested districts of the west 
side hundreds of babies are at the point of 
death from the heat. Pure milk and ice 
are needed to keep them alive. In Chi- 
cago and immediate vicinity it is estimat- 
ed there are 5,000 sick babies. ? 

That most of the suffering infants of 
poor parents need ice more than anything 
else is the general opinion of the health 
officials. In many cases the poorer homes 
have no place to keep more than twenty- 
five or fifty pounds of ice at a time and 
this supply is soon exhausted. 


Not Many Contributions. 

Contributions to Dr. Robertson's fund 
to employ nurses for sick babies were 
few in number. That of the stockyards 
firms was the largest with $700. One let- 
ter contained a check for $250 from a man 
who désired to be known only as “ gen- 
tleman farmer.”

ANSWERS PLAINT 
War Peril Not Past—Tralned : 
Troops and Officers’ Re- 

serve Being Created. 


BY FLOYD P. GIBBONS. 

Brownsville, Tex., July 29.—[Special }— 
“What are we here for?” is the ques- 
tion that every militiaman from Browns- 
ville, Tex.,.to San Diego, Cal., 
asking since he reached the border. 

In today’s issue of the Illinois Cavalry- 
man, the newspaper issued by the Iiiinois 
regiment stationed here, Brig. Gen. 
James Parker undertakes to answer the 
question. The Illinois Cavalaryman has 
extended to THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE per- 


' mission to reproduce Gen, Parker's state- | 


ment. The statement follows: 

“The question now is being asked by 
many men of‘the state troops here in 
camp, ‘What are we here for?’ It is 
well that an answer be made to this ques- 
tion, and that it be kept in mind by all. 
The government and the people certainly 
appreciate the sacrifices that are being 
made by officers and men of the state 
troops in performing this service. 


Says War Still Threatens. 
“They have left their homes and fam- 
ilies. They have left important positions, 
they have come to a hot and sometimes 
disagreeable climate. 


“ But they should feei that wat they | 


are doing is not beiag done in vain, that 
they are rendering to this country a won- 
derful service, that they should be thanked 
and are being thanked by the people for 
patriotic service done for the country. 

“What is this service? In the first 
place, the country was and is still threat- 
ened by war. Conditions on the other 
side of the Rio Grande are worse than 
ever before. Villa is still at large. He 
is likely to make another raid. The tem- 
per of the American people becomes more 
and more impatient. The people are 
realizing that the prestige of the country 
is suffering. Unforeseen situations are 
constantly occurring and some of the sit- 
uations may demand action. 


Says Men Must Be Trained. 

"It is therefore apparent that this may 
be of service as a fighting force. It is, 
therefore, apparent that it should become 
prepared in time. This can only be ac- 
complished by long hours of drill each 
day and by enthusiastic work. 

“ Secondly, it is desired to exercise dip- 
lomatic pressure and the existence of a 
large armed force is necessary. It goes 
Without saying that this armed force 


* should be well trained and fit for fighting. 


at should be trained in drills of precision, 
cloge order drills, because these bring 


‘ about discipline and prompt obedience to 


eommancs. It should be drilled in target 
practice so ihat when it goes into fire its 
ire will be formidable. 


Grow Inured to Hardships. 

“It should be drilled ~in marching so. 
that.troops may be concentrated quick- 
ly at important points, that our army 
Shail be able to pursue the enemy and 
defeat it. It should be trained ig camp- 
ing and all the various duties of the 
soldier in camp; sanitation, cooking and 
the care of arms and equipment, etc., 
in order that it may be always ready for 
duty and so that it may move in cam- 
paign without confusion. 

“The very fact that the esther is 


. het or wet, that the camps are dusty 
or muddy, prepares the troops for the 


inévitable conditions of a campaign and 
for the hardships that they may have 
to undergo. it is well therefore that the 
troops should become, hardened and ac- 
customed to undesirable conditions 
such as thesc. 


Creating Reserve of Officers. 

“Thirdly, we are here beca this is 
the greatest step toward pre ness 
the United States hascvertaken. Weare | 
training men and espccially officers for 
future wars. In case of any great war 
we will need an immense army of mil- 
lions of fighting mien and to train them 
we will need tens of thousands of officers 
and ed officers, as drill 
masters. , 

“The national guard is a school for of- 
ficers of volunteers or of our conscript 
army. It is to the national guard largely 
that we must look for the men with mili- 
tary training who are to whip our mil- 
lions of conscripts into shape. This con- 
centration on the main border, therefore, 
is @ great school of military training. We 
must;perfect it, see eek none of our time 
is wasted. | 


All Liable for Service. 
“Every man of us must remember that, 
whether married or not, no matter wnat 
our home ties are, in a war with a first 
clags power every American will be ex- 
pected and compelled to do his duty and, 


i Iai sain as nen eee ” 


_ it he has military knowledge, to place it at 


the service of the republic. It is easy 
to find men to work in factories or on 
railroads or on automobiles in time of 
war, but difficult to find mén‘who will go 
on the firing line.

CHICAGO TO AID 
IN ARMY RELIEF 


Nine Big Hospitals Here 
Will Establish Red Cross _ 
Mobile Bases. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., July 29.—{Special. ]— 
Nine great Chicago hospitals have con- 


‘tributed to the establishment of the full 


list of twenty-five Red Cross mobile base 
hospitals under skilled surgeons and 
nurses, 

The list was made public today ne Col. 
Jefferson R. Kean, medical corps, U.S. A., 
director géneral of military relief of the 
American Red Cross. All have subscribed 
equipment, and the majority are largely 
represented by the personal earerees of 
their surgeons and nurses. 

Col. Kean's list names not sake the 
** mother "’ hospitals and their locations, 
but in most instances the directors: and 
assistants of the base hospitals, each of 
which is organized at an initial cost of 
$25,000. He mentions also two field col- 
umns or ambulance companies. 


Based on War’s Lessons. 

The organizing of these hospitals; 
which in war time would pass und?r 
the immediate authority of the war de- 
partment and be transported to the base 
of military operations as they were need- 
ed, is considered 4 piece of war relief pre- 
paredness along scientific and conmstruc- 


lessons of the European wer. 

The nucleus for the directing personnel 
of each base hospital is selected from the 
staff of a big existing hospital and when 
that personnel.is transported, on the out- 
break of war, to the base of military 
operations, they continue at their respec- 
tive posts, working in the same teamlike 
fashion they employed in civil capacities. 

Connecting the evacuation or transfer 
hospitals of the army with the base hos- 
pitals of the Red Cross are the field col- 
umns, two of which are being perfected at 
an expense of about $15,555 each.

1,500,009 Men Engaged. 

After twenty centuries o1 so-called 
civilization, a human epio to which only 
a Homer could do justice is being acted 
between the Somme and the Ancre. 
From a million and a quarter to a mil- 
lion and a half men, between 7.000 and 
10.000 cannon, ranging from the 3-inch 
field pieces up to the giant thirty-eight 
centimeters, wage the mortal. combat 
from north of the Ancre to south of the 
Somme. 

It is not only the greatest battle of 
the world war; it is the greatest in the 
history of the world. For numbers. for 
Spartan heroism. for bravery and en- 
durance, for desperate charges and 
counter charges in the face of certain 
death. for fierceness in hand to hand” 
fighting. there is nothing comparable in 
the annals of history. 


All Big Battles in One. 

The battle of the Somme is of super- 
Napoleonic proportions. It is Thermopy- 
lae, Marathon, the Teutoburger forest, | 
Hastings, Joan d@'Arc at Orleans. Sara- 
toga, Waterloo, Gettysburg, Sedan, ahd 
Mukden rolled into one. From the steady 
roli and rumble, the thunder, the vivid 
flashes and smoke clouds one might think 
the gods of the ancient world were bat- 
tling. 

If the German estimate of the allies’ 
losses, about a quarter of a million, is 
somewhere near richt, then the losses on 
all sides must be well over 300,000. Wa- 
terloo with 62,000, Gettysburg with 53,000, 
se6m almost like skirmishes in compari- 
son. 

And still the battie rages unabated, 
such fighting as never was before. The 
“ bloody angle " at Spottsylvania was but 
@ hose bleed in comparison. There is a 
Shiloh “hornet’s nest ’’ in many nooks 

and corners of the zigzag trenches, and 
the peach orchard at Gettysburg a hun- 
dred times worse is being restaged here 
daily in a score of places. 


Every Kind of Weapon Used. © 

Between the Ancre and the Somme 
there is every sort of fighting, with ev- 
ery variety of weapons, from stone age 
citbs and picks and shovels, axes, cata- 
puits like those of medieval times, but 
throwing terr.ble mines instead of rocks, 
to the steel of the pre-gunpowder era 
and to the machine guns and high ex- 


With these weapons is all] the elemen- 
tal savagery that goes with them. There 
are ferocious hand to hand encounters 
With no quarter given or taken. Semi- 
civilized Senegal Negroes are considered 
“animals " and seldom get quarter, but 
once captured, they are safe and well 
treated. I have seen them as prisoners 
again on this trip. The Hindus from 
India, the Senegal Negroes, the Turcos, 
Aigerians, South Africans, Australians, 
New Zealanders, and Canadians, to- 
gether with the English,’ Irish, Scotch, 
and French, are here battling with the 
German army. 


Praises British Valor. 

There has been a ‘' last charge” for 
meny a battalion and regiment on both 
Sides. The nisioric last charge of Na- 
poieon’s Old Guard to certain death at 
Waterloo has lived again and again in 
the charges of 'Gen Foch's Frenchmen 
at Estrees, Bolloy, Barleux, La Mai- 
sonetie, and Biachez. The sp.rit and 
the courage of annihilation of the Wars 
of the Roses animate the English. There 
is nothing in British history to com- 
pare with the flerce valor of the British 
assaults against the German lines. 

It is impossible to give an adequate 
picture of the great battle and the inde- 
scribably desperate characier, fierceness, 
ferociousness, and, at times, savagery of 
its fighting. Thermopylae has been re- 
peated again by the Germans. The num- 
ber of “last stands" on both sides 
would fill columns of heroic verse.

It may even be that for a period after 
the war the merchant fleets of the great

When the war began nearly half of 
the merchant shipping of the world was 
under the British fiag—an aggregate of 
nearly 22,000,000 tons. For the'last year 
shout 60 per cent of this tonnage has 
been withdrawn entirely from trade and 
kept in the service of the government for 
the transportation of men, munitions, and 
other war supplies. Included in these 
withdrawals are 500 big ships devoted by 
Great Britain to the exclusive use of its 
filles, France, Russia, and Italy. 

Up to Jan. 1 of this year the losses in 
British merchant ships through the work 
of enemy submarines were about made 
ged by the building of new vessels and 
the taking over of interned enemy ships. 
But within recent months the destruc- 
tion of merchant ships has been much 
larger. It is semi-officially estimated that 
the loss since March 1 has amounted to 
More than 608,000 tons. At the end of 
the war, it is considered certain, the 
British merchant fleet will be much 
Maller than when it began. 

Practically all of these British vessels 
arelikely to be needed when peace comes 
t convey food supplies and manufac- 
tured goods in the British interest.

Sensational Drop in Rates. 

It is also true that many large Amer- 
ican corporations, with increasing ex- 
port trade, have bought or built con- 
siderable fleets of their own, while a 
number of shipping companies have also 
‘been organized to take advantage of the 
high ocean freight rates which have pre- 
vailed until recently. Since the early 
spring of this year there has: been a 
sensational drop in such rates, In Feb- 
ruary, 1916, for instance, the rate on 
wheat from New York to Liverpool was 
about $18 a ton. By the middle of June 
it had dropped to $7 a ton. . 

English authorities agree that after 
the war it will never be possible to build 
ships so cheaply in Great Britain as in 
the past. Workmen have become ac- 
customed to higher wages and both ashore 
and afloat they will refuse to accept any 
considerable reduction. 

This should result in making {it more 
easily possible for American shipown- 
ers operating under the United States 
shipping and seaman’s laws to make a 
profit. It may result in bringing the more 
than 1,000,000 tons of merchant ship- 
sping, now owned by Americans but op- 
}erating under foreign registry, under the 
United States flag. 


Push Government Bill. 

An incicution that capitalists take this 
view is the attempt of the newly organ- 
ized foreign trade corporation in New 
York to buy a controlling interest in the 
International Mercantile Marine, which 
owns several of the largest lines of Brit- 
ish steamers. 

As a further attempt to provide suffi- 
cient shipping to handle American export 
trade after the war, the administration 
at Washington is pushing hard for the 
passage by congress of the bill appro- 
priating $50,000,000 for the purchase of

Sir Gilbert Parker Shows How 
England Has United in “ 
Last Year of War. 


LONDON, July 29.—The Right Hon. Sir 
Gilbert Parker, Bart., M. P., whose serv- 


" ices to the British cause have been nota- 


ble in the field of publicity in the United 
States, has made the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press on the Euro- 
pean war: 

“You ask me to make a statement upon 
the two years of war in which England, 
with her allies, France, Russia, Italy, 
Belgium, Portugal, Serbia, and Monte- 
negro, has been engaged. 

“Three months ago the task would 


“have been far more difficult than it is 


today. Since then Great Britain and 
France have moved forward on their 
fronts and with tremendous effect—but 
of that later. 

“Also during that time Russia has 
moved heavily upon the troops of the 
central empire, and in the southeastern 
eorner of the Russian front has driven 
in, league upon league, the Austrian 
troops, has captured sector upon sector, 
City upon city in the region where Aus- 
tria was dominant, and has made pris- 
oners of 300,000 men. 


Successes in Asia Minos 

“Over in Asia Minor the field of con- 
Guest has been enlarged and developed. 
Ergerum and Erzingan have been cap- 
tured and other centers of Turkish au- 
thority have been taken. 

“The renowned ‘von Hindenburg up in 
the Riga district has been driven back 
mile after mile and Russian prowess has 
proved itself beyond question. Russian 
generals like Brussiloff and Grand Duke 
Wicholas have established Russian posi- 
tions, weakened at the beginning of the 
war through lack of munitions.

They 
included the mining and industrial dis- 
tricts of France and nearly the whole 
of Belgium from which she has steadily 
a@fawn practical support and advantage 
and supplies. | 
“The wonder is, not that the allies 
have done so well, but that, with all her 
preparations and her perfect armament. 
Germany and her obedient colleagues, 
Austria and Turkey and Bulgaria, have 
done so badly. 
“Apparently at the beehining of the 
War everything was in their hands, ev- 
erything except one—the British navy. 


if Germany could have mastered it as 


she mastered Belgium and a goodly por- 
tion of France, the war long since would 
have been over. France would have been 
a third rate power under practical Ger- 
man control, Russia would have been 
G@riven back into her steppes and plains, 
once more the slave of German influ- 
@nee and control. The British empire 
as we know it would have become a 
thing of the past. 


Germany Swept from Seas. 
“What the British navy did was to 
Bweep German merchant commerce 
from the seas, prevent Germany from 
frading with the rest of the world, ex- 
eept by crooked methods, bottle up her 
fieet to uselessness, drive her south At- 
lamtic fleet to the bottom of the sea, and 
throttie and choke German export to an 
extent that great cities like Hamburg 

have lost the hum of their activity. 
Outside the Baltic sea there.is no stir 
of German commerce, save in a freakish 


enterprise like that of the Deutschland. | 


“Those, however, who count the work 
of the Deutschland es extraordinary 
Should remember that it is not original 
Since a considerable number of British

- Cite “Double Standard.” 
“Whereas Germany's enemies regard 
it quite in order that they demand tcrri- 
torial aggrandizements at the cost of 
others—like Russia, who wants Constan- 


sires Alsace-Lorraine and the left bank 
of the Rhime, and like Italy, who seeks 
Austrian territory--they grudge Ger- 
many that it strive to develop itseif 
economically in peaceable competition, 
and they pronounce this an unpardon- 
able sin against the wor.id’s order of 
things. 

“They are unwilling that Germany 
should become great and strong, because 
the other powers want to be the eco- 
nomic masters of the world. Territorial 
and economic aggrandizement has united 
Germany's foes in a war of destruction 


against us. Fd 


Foes Admit Desires. 
“The second war year whose end is 
now approaching has Srought these true 


aims of our opponents into clearer light. 


In Russia this is openly admitted, they 
having an understanding with England. 
and want Constantinople as their war 
goal. In France there is a war mad cry 
for Alsace-Lorraine. 

‘‘In England, too, the mask has been 
dropped. It is only admitted that Bel- 
gium was only a pretext to justify Enc- 
land’s participation in the war, which 
was gindertaken only from self-interest.

“Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollwesg’s 
remarks made in the course of the year 
outlined German aims with sufficient 
clearness. England, therefore, wants a 
war of destruction, a war to the knife, 
which, according to the plans of our ene- 
mies, shall continue even after the can- 
non is silenced; for their former talk 
about the permanent peace that they 
wished to establish has been drowned 
under the shout that Germany’s enemies 
are raising over the Parks economic con- 
ference. 

‘It is not enough that the world must 
be shaken by a protracted, bloody war.

They show this in the more and more 
reckless violations of the generally recog- 
nized principles of international law by 
the entente powers, not only in the strug- 
gle against the central powers, but still 
more in their treatment of neutrals. — 


U. S. Trade Damaged. 


“The American citizen knows what 
damage has been inflicted on his tra..- 
brought by the illegal blockade, througn 
violations of the postal convention, and 
other measures of England like that of 
blacklisting firms. In spite of his own 
power he has borne hitherto many hu- 
miliations with surprising patience, and 
perhaps in silent admiration for foreign 
power. 

‘Neutral states, yielding to might, had 
to submit to many illegal measures of 
the entente powers contrary to their own 
interests. Butitisnotenough. With the 
throttling of neutral trade our enemics 
try also to place political fetters upon 
neutral countries Portugal, as England's 
vassal, even permitted itself to be dragged 
into the war at the beginning of the year.

AMBITIOUS NATIONALITY. 

Internationalism is a theory that competition be- 
tween nations can be excluded or controlled. If 
it be permitted to continue for the purpose of en- 
riching life it can be made beneficent competition. 
Tt cannbdt remain a competition expressed in force 
or seeking egotistic grandeur. : 

National pride seeks an assurance of superiority. 
The strength of the Roman legion was the pride 
of the Roman citizen. Superiority is determined 
by contest and contrast and by imperial growth, 
destructive of internationalism. The romanticism 
of the nation, the egotism af the individual, demand 


of strength. 
On the fringe of the war Roumania, although 


timid and doubtful, offers an illustration of the 
great push of nationalistic ambition. The war 
brought it dangers and it brought opportunities. If 
Roumania went in by one door it might come upon 
astonishingly profitable prospects; if it went in by 


Among the Roumanian statesmen is an ardent 
patriot, Take Jonesco. If one formed an opinion 
of Jonescb merely from his speeches to. the Rok- 
manian parliament one would get a suggestion of 
Demosthenes, of Caesar, of William the Conqueror, 
of Fretlerick the Great of Prussia, of Peter and 
Catherine of Russia, of Patric Henry of the col- 


When Jonesco makes a speech to the oumanian 
parliament in these days it burns like a fire in the 
prairies. It is evangelistic. Its purpose is to 
grouse the Roumanian nation to a sense of its 
needs and of its opportunities It pu'sates and 
throbs with a nationalism whicn has for its ombt- 
tion the achievement of nationalistic grandeur. 
Jonesco proudly asserts that no sacrifice any living 
Roumanian could make, no physica] tortures he 
might endure on the battlefield, nothing his family 
might suffer, were he and his family to be tor- 
mented and oblitefated, would be too great if out 
of these sufferings were to come in another genera- 
tion a great Roumanian natioi of which the citi- 
zens would feel in every living day the impulse of 
a great nation. . 7 

The world is changing, Jonesco thinks. Valu 
are in flux. Maps are being redrawn. Powers are 
changing hands. Coalitions and combina‘‘ons of 
people are dissolving. Empires are dying. The 
world is going through torment and fire and will 
have come out anew. 

Out of Hungary Roumania can carve its bit. 
With what it might be given by Russia and what 
it might win from Austria-Hungary Roumania 
would arise as a first clasg eastern power. The 
Roumanian citizen might walk the earth as proudly 
as any Frenchman or German. Hc might have in 
his consciousness the emotion of a Roman citizen. 
He bélonged to no mean nation. To give the fu- 
ture Roumanian the potency of this emotien Jonesco 
would send thousands and hundreds of thonsands of 
now living Roumanians to death. With Lis con: | 
ception of nationalism the sacr-fice not only would 
be worth -vhile. It is demarded, and when he talks 
to the Roumanian parliament ©. asks that the sac- 
rifice be made and the profit taken. 

In internationalism many men believe that life 
would lose purpose, color, ° savor, interest, and 
ceane to be worth while. They ask for a develop- 
ment of humanity by sections, for the emphasis of 
things which belong peculiarly to certain peoples, 
for the cultivation of devotion to symbols and tra- 
ditions peculiar to the people devoted to them. 

This is pationalism and many people think life 
would be a desert of sand iz it were not enriched 
by the desires of certain peoples to have their dis- 
tinctive existence, their ambitions, their lore and 
traditions, their music, literature, and art. 

Many people who detest nationalistic ambitions 
concede that there must be nationalistic distinc- 
tions. They. think that a nation may be unambi- 
tious but distinctive. They think that Denmark, 
thrust back upon intensive life and getting its 
gratification out of the excellence of the interz=al 
and domestic institutions which it erects, is a ra- 
tional astion, whereas Roumania, filled by the 
Jonesco idea of national grandiloquence and want- 
Ing to strut in purple in the sight of Europe, is an 
irrationel uation. 

The nationalism of Jonesco is a menace to Eu- 
Fope and to the world. It seeks opportunity to 
achieve distinction and greatness. It is Lady 
Macbeth. It wapts its moment in the purple. It 
wants the consciousness of greatness and bigness.

other. It is romantic. It is not rational as is 
the Danish effort to make a Dane proud of his 
nationality because Denmark within its smal!

But people who try to analyze human motives

SUPPORT THE SENATE ARMY AND 


NAVY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The two great defense appropriation measures, 
for the army and the navy, are now at their final 
critical stage. Both have passed the house in most 
unsatisfactory and {nadequate form; both have been 
very substantially increased by the senate; both now 
go to conference for final review. 

In these conferences the house conferees, it must 
be expected, will fight for reduction. The house is 
the stronghold of the opposition to adequate de- 
fense legislation. Its representatives in both con- 
ferences are likely to do what they can to bring the 
bills down from the high standurd set by the senate. 

The press and the people of the nation should 
act at once vigorously to support the senate con- 


The naval bill lays down a program which ought 
to put our navy back in its proper second rank 
by 1923. | : 

The army bill provides for absolutely necessary 
equipment and military supplies, necesssary in- 
creases in reserves of artillery and munitions, and 
provision for our neglected air service. 

Both bills total a very large increase in appropri- 
ations for defense, but that has been made neces- 
sary by our previous neglect.

OUR NAVAL DEFENSE. 
Shortly before his ‘death the distinguished British 
naval historian and expert, Fred T. Jane, wrote a 
significant article on American naval defense for 
the Military Historian and Economist. It contains 
some warnings which are especia'ly~ timely now 
while we are impressed with the striking increase of 
our naval program voted by.the senate. The lay- 
man thinks of naval preparedness in terms of big 
ships. The professional thinks of it first in terms 
of policy and of organization. We might have the 
largest navy counted in capita’ ships and yet not 
be a naval power of first rank. Our ships-might 


be the most numerous, our men the most courageous, 


our guns the longest ranged and the best directed, 

and yet we might be wiped off the sea by bad strat- 
egy and poor organization. | 

It is of the first importance that correct naval 
policy and sound strategical ideas should contro! our- 
naval preparation and the disposition of our fleet in 

peace and war. If the expert is constantly to be 
overruled by politicians who know nothing of the 

principles of successful “war or of naval and military 

history and practical technique no fleet of big ships’ 
will save us from disaster in war. That is our 
habit and our danger, and Jane points it out with 
friendly candor. | 

For example, he recalls how: in the. Spanish- 
American war many seaboard cities. demanded & 
local] defense ship, not knowing that it was worth- 
less and only meant the certain destriction of our 
real naval defense, which can 12 only the victorious 
action of our fleet against the fleet of the .unemy. 
Even to a layman the fatal folly of allowing a 
separation of our fleet so that i. could be destroyed 
piecemeal ought to be apparent, yet in stress of 
danger there always has beei political pressure for 
local defense and is sure to Le interference with 
The weakness of 
the expert and the strength of the politician in our 
country is deplorably plain, and because cf it 
Jane says that ‘in Europe, for all the United States 
navy is the third [now lower] strongest numerically 
in the world, we are somewhat prone to laugh at it.” 
And he adds: “It is far too apt to be a ‘line of 
defense’ for the politicians. Ti!l war comes is 
a useful line—but given war, what then?” 

Jane further points out the tremendous difficulty 
of our naval] conditions owing to our enormous coast 
lines. T.uis makes local defense even more than 
usually impossible and also calls for a well developed 
system of reconnaissance. We need fast ships and 
air service, whereas now, lacking them, our flee 
a blind Samson. | oe 

It is to be observed that present leadership in 
the house is thoroughly infected with the lay fallacy 
of a passive defense. The naval bill which passed 


coast defense and no large fleet submarines. This 
is typical of the fatal theory that we can afford 
to wait for an enemy force to choose its point of 
assault and then defend ourselves at some point 
on our own coast line. This is even more im- 
practicable, as Jane has said, for the United States, 
with its thousands of miles of coast lines, than 
for other nations which have a comparatively short 
and single littoral. Our naval defense must be a 
strategical offense. That is, we must have a 
fighting fleet with an unusually large complement 
of fast cruisers, destroyers, and hydroaeroplanes to 
discover the position and course of an approaching 
enemy in time to concentrate and strike it. 
Finally, Jane asserts that with our two distant 
coast lines we must have two permanent fleets, one 
for the Atlantic and one for the Pacific. The Pan- 
ama canal, he declares, does not save us from this, 
for it does hot sufficiently shorten our route from one 
coast to the other, and furthermore may be blocked 
or destroyed. In consideration of the rapid devel- 
opment of the war plane and Zeppelin the problem 
of protecting the canal from injury is greatly in- 
Until we have two fleets, then, he declares our 
navy is “a more or less illusor, line of defense.”

right and heiress of all the estates of the earl- 
dom of Buccleuch) raised the standard of revolt 
and gathered around him the Protestant malcon- 
tents with the object of ousting his uncle from 
the throne. : 

His insurrection was crushed, and he himself 
met death on the scaffold, as guilty of high trea- 
son and rebel L his dukedom of Monmouth 
being forfeited.“ His widow, however, was left 
in possession of the dukedom of Buccleuch, and 
with the earldom of that ilk, which she had in 
herited, and being predeceased by her eldest son, 
she was succeeded by his boy, her grandson, as 
second Duke of Buccleuch. From this second 
duke the present and seventh duke is descended 
in a direct male line.

It is asserted that until sixty or seventy years 
ago a document was preserved in the archives of 
the dukes of Buccleuch affirming under the hand 
and seal of Charles Il. that he had been lawfully 
married to Luby Walters on a given date, and 
that Monmouth was therefore his legitimate son. 

The grandfather of the present duke, as a loyal 
subject of Queen Victoria, is said to have de- 
cided that this document ought to be turned over

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SOME INSECTS ANNOYING IN HOT WEATHER. - 


HIGGERS, jiggers, harvest mites, 
red bugs. The troubles of country 
babies are multiplied in hot weath- 
er by red bug bites. A baby with 
a dozen hard red patches, each 

larger than a pea, is not a happy 
ual. The bites both itch and pain. ~ 

Men at work in the harvest fitids are 
also much annoyed by red bug bites. Chil- 
dren become infested in playing on lawns 
and going into pastures. 


the ticks and spiders. This insect is not 
to be confused with a species of tropical 
flea, which bores under the skin and is 
known by some as a chigoe, chigre, or 
chigger. 

In the fall the insects bore a short dis- 
tahce into the ground and there hibernate. 
In the spring they crawl out and lay their 
eggs in the grass near the ground. The 
young hatch and crawl up the steme of 
plants ready to catch on to any host thet 
chances along. They get on the ankles 
and wrists and travel toward the trunk 
until they find satisfactory biting places. 

The biting insect bores deep into the 
skin, gorging with blood, and causes itch- 
ing, pain, and inflammation. The bites are 
not liable to become infected, but they 
Tay be infected through scratching. 

Various methods of fending against red 
bugs are in use. One suggestion is that 
bands of sulphur powder or of napthalene 
powder be worn around the wrists and 
ankles. Another that sulphur be dusted 
in the socks. : 

The insects can be picked off with the 
point of a needle if it be attempted before 
the insect has bored too deeply. Some 
methers $n the country, after giving the 
children their daily bath, go over them 
with a magnifying glass and needle, re- 
moving red bugs. ? 

A plan in general use, and one that I 
know to be efficacious, is to grease the 
bites with salted butter. The mites are 
killed by the butter and salt. Withina 
few hours after salted butter is applied 
the itching stops and the hard, red lumps 
disappear within a week. 

MOSQUITOES. Mosquitoes tranemit 
two tmportant diseases—yellow fever and 
malaria. Yellow fever mosquitoes are 


What is of more importance, yellow fever 
mosquitoes are not Infected with yellow 
fever now in any part of the world, except 
in a strip of coast line less than 100 miles 
in width, extending from Guiana on the 
northeast to Peru onthe southwest. And 
only in a small section of this zone are the 
mosquitoes actually infected. Some of 
the malarial mosquitoes are infected with 
malaria in a considerable, though’ lessen- 
ing portion of the United States. 

Outside these two groups, mosquitoes 
are only harmful in that they annoy. Oc- 
casionally a baby is made sick by the 
irritation from mosquito bites. 


can hibernate in the ground. The female 
lays her eggs in water. These hatch into 
larva or wiggiers. Wigglers pass through 
a pupa stage before they become adult 
mosquitoes. Only females suck blood. 
Mosquitoes live from one to six months, 
according to the season of the year and 
their activities. 

Where mosquito breeding cannot be pre- 
vented people should remain behind 
screens, if possible. A poorly screened 
house is worse than one that is unscreened, 
since the mosquitoes that gain entrance 
remain in the house and bite repeatedly. 
Screening should be finer than twelve 
meshes to the inch. Generally, fourteen 
mesh is fine enough. A purchaser should 
insist upon getting the mesh he wants, 
even counting for himself to be certain 
that he is not imposed on. Most of the 
screening that I have seen on homes is 
twelve mesh. 

A hungry mosquito is apt to find outa 
hole in the screen or a crack between the 
screen and the frame. All such holes and 
cracks should be mended. 

In the absence of metal screens mos- 
quito netting or bar willdo. Health au- 
thorities and men in charge of railroad 
crews have found that a cabin ora bridge 
train living car can be made mosquito 
proof, with netting at little cost. Camp- 
ers sleeping in tents or in the open air 
can be comfortable under mosquito net- 
ting if they will take enough pains. As 
ordinarily used, mosquito bars serye as 
mosquito traps and make matters worse. 
The netting must be free from holes. It 
must be so arranged that mosquitoes 
eannot get in around the edges or bite 
through the mesh. On some ships they 
have mosquito bars built like a torpedo. 
Wooden hoops hold the bar away from 
the body of the sleeper. After the per- 
son gets into bed he pulls the bar togeth- 
er at the top with a puckering string. 
Mosquitoes can be prevented from 
‘biting by anointing the head, hands and 
feet with oil of citronella, one ounce; 
spirits of camphor, one Munce; oil of ce- 
dar, oneghalf ounce; or, castor oll, one 
ounce; alcohol, one ounce; oil of lavender, 
one ounce. Si :

TREATMENT BY LEECHES, 

I. A. K. writes: “In discussing the 
present epidemic of infantile paralysis 
with my sister the other day she recalled 
a similar instance, about thirtypfive years 
ago, in Austria.

Severa! physicians tried the experiment of 
applying leeches to the patient’s neck, at 
about the base of the brain at the back, 
with great success. The leeches drew 
out a certain amount of blood from the

No Decrease in Imports. 

An interesting fact one bumps into early in 
an investigation of Fifth avenue as the center 
of fashion jn America is that the war has not, 
so far as the investigator is able to judge, and 
on the word of those actively engaged in the 
business, interfered at all with the importa- 
and costume models from 
Paris. The modistes of the Rue de la Paix 
may be heavy hearted, and their ranks may 
have been sadly decimated, but their work 
goes on and its quality and distinction do not 
suffer. It may be true, as charged, that many 
a costume désign imported from Paris the 
last two years was first built in this country 
and then sent abroad to be reimported, as 
California wines are said to be a more fre- 
querft reimportation from France today than 
ever before. But the facets are still marvelous- 
ly concealed and the business goes on in the 
game old way. Y 

According to what the experts insist are 
conservative estimates, America annually im- 
ports from Paris mijlinery and costume mod- 
els to the amount of from $18,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. To these figures add 100 per 


_ ¢ent custom duties and the amazing total is 


approximately $50,000,000 a year paid by this 
country fo clothe its women in French crea- 
tions! This, of course, includes the pur- 
chases of the western as well as the eastern 
cities, though the bulk of importations come 
to Fifth avenue. 

And go important have these importations 
become, particularly those designed for the 
early season, that one Fifth avenue modiste 
charges an admission fee of $250 to her semi- 
annual openings. This fee is exacted from 
Wholesale customers or their representatives, 
the woman’s retail customers being admitted 
free. If the wholesalers make purchases of 
: $500 or more their ad- 
mission fee is returhed 
to them. The custom 
was established to pre- 
vett thrifty manufac- 
turers from copying 
without payment mod- 
els imported at great 
cost. ; 

Another trick of the trade that smart dress- 
ers are paying for this year is the frequently 
changing fashions. -With money plentiful, the 


‘merchant’s idea is to get as much of it added . 
to his bank account as possible while the 


harvest is on. Before Easter the straw cha- 
peau was the thing and the avenue was roofed 
with them. But Easter was barely over when 
the black vélvet tam o’shanter appeared, 
adding another $20 to the cost of the spring 
wardrobe. Thé “tam” was soon too popular, 
however, and the shopgirls, who are nothing 
if not stylish, copying the hats and clothes 
they make almost as fast as they make them, 
killed interest in it.

Unless he advanced in some force, he 
was being harried; cavalry raids -from West 
Virginia were confusing his communitations 
when they became extended; but he was 
stopped now only because the armies already 
in America could occupy safely no more terri- 
tory. And simultaneously the orientals, who 
had landed in California, had been defeating 
‘the forces sent against them; they were seiz- 
ing as much of the coast as their armies could 
oecupy; the American forces, driven inland, 
were holding only to “ watching: positions.” — 

These circumstances—and they were true-—- 
the captors were willing that the prisoners in 
the stockadés should know. But they spread 
no knowledge of the cumulative effect upon 
the invading armies of the tactics which the 
American armies invariably had practiced in 


retreat—the burning or destroying of all 


stores and supplies of every sort which could 
not be removed by the Americans and which 


- posstbly might aid the invader These tactics 


were delaying the conqueror, who had planned 
to live off the country, by making him use his 
ships to transport foo. and supplies and arms 
and ammunition for the regiments already to 
America and preventing him from bringing 
reinforcements as fast as expected. 

The situation in the occupied territory was 
made more terrible, of course, for the Ameri- 
cans a8 well as more difficult for the soldiers 
of the regent; but as supplies were always 


seized for the use of the military forces of the 


_time, not the planes.

spoil the pickles. They attack the material

trefaction take place because the vinegar 
stops it. We seal pickles to keep pacteria 
mt. : 

Better bestir yourself and work up an 
appetite than to deprave your natural in- 
stinct for food with such an appetizer as 
a pickle. If the mucus membranes of 
your digestive canal are sensitive or sore 
the strong acid of the pickle. will irri- 
tate them. Once irritated, less strong 
things will keep up the irritation, and if 
your vitality is low after weeks an ulcer 
may result. Acids complicate digestion 
all the time when people do not know 
how to eat wisely.

The 
auditorium seats 1.500 and has a stage 
capable of seat'ng 500 when fu'ly opened. 
Dr. Scoville, who is an evangelist, makes 
the church his headquarters and is co- 
operating in the new plans. 

Dr. Smith is carrying on a thorough 
publ'city campaign in the neighborhood 
of the church during the summer. It is 
the one large institutional plant of the 
Disciples in Chicago and Dr. Smith’s re- 
turn has put new — into the member- 
ship.

XACTLY one month after the Russian 
armies had stepped out in Volhynia and

In the constellation of Lyra there is a 
distinct parallelogram just south of Vega. 
Beta is the star in the southwestern cor- 


ner of the parallelogram. In this group 


it will be seen sometimes as the most 
conspicuous star, sometimes as the least

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At its greatest magnitude it {gs third. 
At its least it is fifth. Next Saturday 
it will be at its minimum. 


The light is never constant, but con- 


tinually varies. From the greatest bril-| 
lHancy of third magnitude the light drops 


to the, ifth in about eighteen hours and 


8 quicaly returns. After a day there is} 
another slow decline to fourth magni- 


tude and a more rapid rise, the whole tak- 
ing seven and one-half days. After a 
day’s rest at third magnitude the cycle 
recommences. The period is twelve days 
and twenty-one hours. The latest max!- 
mum eclipse occurred July 28-29. The 
next minimum will occur Aug. 5. | 
The spectroscope shows the star to be 
a close double, so close that the two are 
in contact. Could the human eye behold 
the system? directly it would see a great 
blazing “dumbbell” star whirling In the 
sky. Because of the eccentricity of the 
orbit of the smaller star there is a flerce 
collision at each revolution. The small 
star actually tears a path through the 
substance of the larger one, leaving 
clouds and streamers of brilliantly heated 
gases in its wake. This collision happens 
on the side of the system turned toward 
the earth shortly after the smalles star 
has passed out of direct line with the 
earth and its companion.

MEMORIES OF HOOSIER POET. 
ITH the news of the death of 
James Whitcomb Riley there 
arose in my mind the picture of 
that birthday of his in October 
two years ago, when the whole 
state of Indiana gave a birthday party 
for him, the picture of his gentleness and 
serenity, going about his every day round 
of riding, stopping at his publishers for 
a few minutes, chatting with a friend on 
the. corner, go!ng back to the formidable 
old house in Lockerbie street for a nap, 


and finally sitting at the head of a great | 


room full of tables, where men from the 
seven #eas had gathered to bring him 
birthday greetings. 

And I felt again as I felt it that day of 
his in Indianapolis, the almost unbeliev- 
able throb of his persqnality through 
the whole body of the community. 
I remembered the morning I spent with 
his birthday mail, literally thousands of 
letters and post cards from children who 
sent their love to him, from his own 
friends and contemporaries, from old men
